After the trial of the Trei\ton 8ix, the Civil Rights Congress stepped into the case and 
r:!alned me to defend three of the victims. I, and my colleagues of the bar, William Pat- 
vf’soti, Emanuel Bloch, Solomon Golat, Clarence Talisman, and Earl Dickerson, now await 




Tliat evcnlnj Mr. Talisman 
phoned me at my home to Inform 
me that Judge Vanderbilt did not 
consider my letter an apology. The 
Judge insisted that I must appear 
before the full bench unless 1

consider an acceptable apology. 1 
met with my colleagues at 10 
o^clock that night. I stated that I 
saw no reason to amend my letter, 
and 1 asked Mr. Talisman to t^U 
this to Judge Vanderbilt.

Judge Vanderbilt then asked if 
I were not aware that the practice 
and custom of the court have it 
that lawyers do not comment on 
their cases except in their briefs, 
and In court. I answered that if 
such was the rule of the court, 
that' rule conhlcted both with my 
duty to my clients, with the First 
Amendment to the Constitution, 
and with the two cases which I 
had. cited in my letter. 

A little later, Judge Vanderbilt 
produced a clipping from a Tren- 
ton newspaper. He asked whether 
that paper's report that I was to 
address a Trenton mass meeting 
that night was correct. Would I 
talk about the case? Would I dis- 
cuss it in the same terms as 1 had 
in my press conference? He want- 
ed a blunt answer to a blunt ques- 
tion: Did I still intend to keep my 
Trenton speaking engagement? 

Without giving him a categori- 
cal answer, I explained that 1 con- 
sidered it not only my right but 
my duty to speak in l^enton that 
night. When I began to elaborate 
on my reasons, Judge Vanderbilt 
cut me short. He Insisted on a 
categorical answ er to his question. 
X gave it to him. 

X told him firmly that I in- 
tended to speak, 

I had learned from the Halitsky 
case In which a Loyalty Board 
had demanded my private notes. 
I remembered that X had compro- 
mised and tgreed to let them be 


Rights.** In bis address, he de- 
scribed the case of a man who was 
thrown out of a small town simply 
because local officials did not like 
him. ‘‘Their prejudice against him 
was not color or race. Nor was be 
a vagrant. He was galjofully em- 
ployed and had no police record. 
But he bad physic^ character* 
istics which gave him an unwel- 
come appearance.** 

Mr. Justice IXouglas continued: 

•*, . . He was stripped of his lib- 
erties. not by private citizens but 
by a court. This was done not by 
the standards of law nor in ac- 
cordance with constitutional pro- 
cedural requirements, but by to- 
talitarian methods. It Is. of course, 
shocking to everyone when a court 
becomes a lawless agent of a com- 
munity. But aquaUy ahoeking to 
me was that In this instance no 
lawyer in the eommunity raised 
his voice in protest.** (My em- 
spha. O. J. a.) 

Further In the speech Mr. Jus- 
tice Douglas declared: 

“What goes on In the jails? How 
long are prisoners kept Incommu- 
nicado before being booked? Are 
tiiey booked on fictitious charges 
to conceal another charge not yet 
cstabllslicd? Do third-degree prac- 
tices go on behind the closed doors 
of police stations? Are the ochous 
general waxTauts re-enterixxg the 
American scene? IX>e 5 the p >lice 
system follow totalitarian line > by 
putting force ahead of brainb in 
crime detection? Do prisoners — no 
matter what their race, wealth, or

cy, the Prosecutor’s office» and gay: 
Let me have the evidence that yop 
have against this man before yon 
present U to the Jury, so the de- 
fense can build a cose aroond the 
evidence obtained by the State.* 

To be very blunt, this stat^ent 
reveals Mr. Volpe’s complete fall-* 
ure to undei'siand the duties of a 
public pi'Dsecutcr, His Job is not 
only to convict. His Job is also to 
shield the innocent. Yet In a cose 
in which the lives of six men are 
at stake, he blandly remarks that 
he will not shpw evidence to the 
defense because It might help the 
defendants! A public prosecutor 
Is violating the canons of his of- 
fice if he does not aid the defense 
with every legitimate bit of evi- 
dence available! The defense at- 
torneys in the case were not ''any- 
one.” They were men who were 
fighting for the lives of six fellow 
cilizeusl 

The men to whom Mr. Voipe 
refers In the following Quotation 
Number Three ai'e polite officials; 

“No, the defense — the defense 
has made one issue in this case, 
and that is: the Police Deportmfmt 
versus these individuals. They have 
tried to discredit an honorable 
Police Department* They, in their 
attempt to justify this crime, be- 
cause they can't explain it, they 
have attempted to revile honorable 
men. who have given their JUreg 
to police work. Men like Captain 
Delate, Yes, are you 'going to be- 
lieve him, or are you gomg to 
believe these men? Are you going 
to believe men like Chief Naples, 
or believe these men? 

“Are you going to believe mcii 
like Lawton, or are you going to 
believe these men?” 

Every time Mr. Voipe left the 
Honorable Police Department (and 
Uieh Honorable Third Degree) to 
say “these men,” he spoke with 
scorn as he indicated the Negro 
defendants. Mr. Vclpe also referred 
to a Jewish defense witness as 
“rather comical.” 

In discussing the history of a 
defendant, Mr. Voipe referred to 
it as a “pedigree.” as though he 
were describing an animaL 

New Jersey laws permit a Btate 
Prosecutor to cairj^ on an outside 
practice.
